This is especially 
so in the matter of advance news articles. Wc arc doing our Jevel 
best with the present news channels for obtaining news, buj wc 
ask your hearty co-operation at all times particularly in the matter 
of advance news stories in order that we can edit a more repre- 
sentative paper.

the work ,-:nd in the end to be tor- 
tured and killed. : "Although the 
Church nf .Uonie may have had world-

EQUIPMENT 
By G. W. Barck 

To fuUy enjoy the pléasurns of ski- 
ing, one shoald be properlj- «îulpped 
at the start. 
The essentia! things to rrocure axe 
ski-pol^s, »ki-bmder or hameas 
nd ski-boots. These, together with 
the projisr ' clothing, form the neces- 
sary equipment for the proapocti^ 
::;i enthusiast. 

Skis, of course, form the itit»t im- 
portant part, and they ahauld be 
carefully selected to suit the buyer. 
Many beginners make the sad mi»- 
tak e in bu>-ing cheap skis to learn 
on. They feel that a trial on those 
cheap, stiff , shapeless - skis will cn- 
B.ble tlie beginner to judge whether 
h i; or she wits take to the sport, and 
ic result iE that this beginner with 
the crude outfit, does not learn ski- 
ing, and will condemn the sport as 
; ngerous coasting." 
These s-ame 'ocgi.ii iters with proper 
equipment . w.ould become cnthu«ias- 
'■ lie lovers of this most exhilaitutlng 
and hcallhgiving outdoor sport. 
The ski s should be equal in length 
1 to one's reach from the ground, and 
of flwùbmty to suit the weight of 
the person i they a.re to carry' The 
; length may vary, depending on the 
; weight, length of stride, etc. of the 
person using the skis, which can only 
I be judged by an expert. 

The skis should be a-s •light as 
(possible, consistent with strength . 
Many skis are nicely finished, but 
lack the balance, proportional length 
between toe fastening and ends, flox- 
; Ibiilty m from to saiely and gently 
■ eany you over uncvoness in the 
snow. A ski with s short rigid front 
|. will jar and throw you. 

Ski ; ; made of hickory are the otrong- 
J est and fustesl . 

Skis made of hickory arc Hie sirong- 
; est and fastest, but are a bit lica.vy. 
lu / Mpuriliiin \Vhlte A.nli Is also good !tJt 
is .Silver Mouijtiiln Uiruh, and arc 
•■- much lighter in weight. Sli'.vor Birch 
which grows in Kinla.nd has proven 
equally as good ao hickory. 

.Ski boots may next, tie considered. 
They should have straight sided solço 
with a lic-l (not grooved) so built 
that it. will properly jiold the harness 
buckle,. A low cut boot, wiih pa.ddcd 
longue pror/.-rable, as it gives the 
much needed freedom of ttie le& mus- 
•lc». The boots should l>9 la/ffi 
u'jili to wear with two paira of 
necks'. 

Ski poles. Two polfie ithbuld be 
used at tinjos, a,nd should reach 
lie arm-pits, to he of right .length. 

I V should he procured in extra good 
quality only, as they ha.vc to with- 
stand very hard usage. Bajnboo has 
ro.yen l'.lght in weight and of ujnplo 
strcngtli, but poles made of Aspen 
wood arc lighter and t>ironeer, but 
lire hard to procure Jn .Canada.

Dental Undergrad. Met 
New Médical Building 
Last Night 



in 



" At thc'Pehtal Undergraduate Soci- 
ety in the Medical Building last nlg'ht, 
Dr. Rabinovltch of the Montreal 
General HoEpital, and an authority on 
Metabolism, gave a highly interesting 
lecture on "Diet." 

Dr. Rabinovltch, in summing up the 
chief lesson to be learned from man's 
natural history through the ages, said, 
"Man is omnivorous, eating food of 
every kind, and If licit alone will fol- 
low his instincts in taste and adapt I - 
bility and so will choose lor himself 
a mixed diet and not too much of It'. 
In this way the noraml healthy Indi- 
vidual procures the food he needs for 
growth and energy. 

Dr. Rabinovitoh's address might 
well have been termed "Common -sense 
Diot," for he emphasized:, the fact that 
common -eerisepjn H'd£ji|j'6 one's diet, 
relying on one's tastes and require- 
ments was all the guides needed. This 
ùas been proven In the light of nature 
and long experience of the race. An 
examination of man's teeth HbOWCfl 
I hat he is an omnivorous animal. His 
molars are built for grinding bulky, 
vegetable foods, while his canines are 
constructed for tearing meat into bits, 
That the diet of the people living 
in frigid regions differs radically from 
that of people living in Hie temperate 
and torrid zones is conclusive proof 
that the human must he omnivorous. 
Although scattered over iho lace of 
Ihe earth, man hae been able to cxisl 
and propagate his kind. 

In discussing the importance of mill; 
among the necessary foods of man, 
Dr. Rabinovltch became exceedingly 
interesting. "Milk -enthusiasts claim 
milk to be absolutely essential to 
man's well-being. Hul they find ii 
commeiciaJly profitable lo make these 
claims." in Dr. Ua.binovilch's opin- 
ion milk is not a natural food, but 
one for which a lasle haa iTcen acquir- 
ed- The proportion of people through- 
out I he world relying on milk as pari 
of their diet Is comparatively Sinail. 
The young of inosl mammals get milk 
nourishment from their mol her and In 
Iho lower mammals litis .1» soon dis- 
continued, the young taking oil *il|J|'l ! 
diet. Tho transition from tht tucking 
su.fc io Ihe adult Is sharp.! The 
adult diet, however, must coiljaln fOpd 
values which were found In lite mill;- 
"l.'atfun -foodf." Dr. rublnovitch went 
on to say, "arç mil necessary, in licallh 
or in aicllhoiili; they have no more
